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Hairstylists push back, against the Ontario College of Trades and new regulatory fees, with support from Progressive Conservative MPPs Garfield Dunlop, 
Simcoe North, and Julia Munro, York Simcoe. The Cut the Salon Tax campaign came to First Choice Haircutters in Bradford, April 22.

They study, serve an 
apprenticeship, and 
finally “graduate” to 
employment in a salon, 
in a customer service- 
oriented industry. 

But under the new 
Ontario College of 
Trades, established by the 
McGuinty government 
in 2009, they are now 
required to also have a 
Grade 12 diploma, write 


and pass a written test, and pay an 
additional fee - $150 plus HST to take 
the test, $120 plus HST per year for 
their "ticket” from the Ontario College 
of Trades. 

Salons and stylists are fighting 
back. They have launched a “Cut the 
Salon Tax” campaign and organized 
the Ontario Hairstylists' Association 
to bring the new regulations to the 
attention of the public, and push back 
against the additional costs - and 
requirements that could drive some 
long-time stylists out of the business. 

If a stylist can't pass the test, no 
matter how skilled they may be, 
they can’t practice their art - "taking 
people out of this trade, and making 
it difficult for salons to find skilled 
people,” said Lynda Murphy, 
spokesperson for the campaign. 


"There are still a lot of hairstylists 
who don’t know about it,” Murphy 
added. “We get nothing out of this. We 
don’t need it.... This is an unnecessary 
tax. They’re trying to regulate us, and 
it’s not required!” 

The hairstylists have the support of 
the Progressive Conservatives. MPP 
for Simcoe-North Garfield Dunlop, 

PC Critic for Skilled Trades and 
Apprenticeship Reform, has been 
taking a critical look at the operation 
of the Ontario College of Trades, and 
on April 22, met with stylists at First 
Haircutters Salon in Bradford to make 
a promise: If elected, the PCs will 
abolish the Ontario College of Trades. 

"f ve never seen anything so badly 
done... The people who are paying 
the bill, the 157 trades - they’re not 
being communicated with,” said MPP 


Dunlop. “It’s a huge bureaucracy that’s 
been created, on Bay St. of all places” - 
complete with "enforcement cops.” 

He noted that the College already has 
11 staff members on the “Sunshine 
List” earning over $100,000 a year - 
"and you’re paying for it," Dunlop told 
the stylists. 

Opposition to the College has 
been growing, he said. Initially, 7 
organizations formed a coalition to 
oppose the new regulatory college. 
“That coalition has now grown to 41,” 
representing about 350,000 employees 
- and is growing again, with the 
application by the Carpenters'Trade 
Board to have carpentry declared a 
Compulsory Trade under the College. 

If that happens, long-time 
carpenters, renovators and framers

Enforcement, for Commercial vehicles 


Poor maintenance, equipment 
failure, broken parts, insecure loads, 
lack of documentation - those are the 
key reasons for Commercial Vehicles 
to be pulled from the road. 

In Bradford West Gwillimbury 

Enforcement blitzes generally remove 
the plates from 1 in 3 commercial 
vehicles stopped, for one or more of 
those reasons. 

Constable Jason VanderSar, a 
member of the South Simcoe Police 
Traffic & Marine Unit and the Police 
Service’s only Commercial Vehicle 
Safety Alliance-certified Inspector, 
noted that in a recent blitz, 37% of 
the commercial vehicles stopped had 
their plates removed, well above the 
provincial average of 27%. 

PC VanderSar regularly works 
with other police services and the 
Ministry of Transportation, to carry 
out Commercial Vehicle inspections. 
He is certified to “look underneath” 
the vehicles, checking for everything 
from broken leaf springs, to drive train 
problems. He is also the Service’s 
only “Dangerous Goods” Inspector, 
certified to check the transportation 
of fuels, propane and other hazardous 
materials. 

VanderSar was describing his job - 
and some of the worst infractions on 
local roads - at the April 14 meeting 
of the Bradford West Gwillimbury - 
Innisfll Police Services Board. 

There was the dilapidated van pulled 


over on 10 Sideroad. Not only did the 
vehicle have brake issues, there were 
two children in the back of the van, in 
car seats secured with a home-made 
seatbelt. 

The van was pulled from the road - 
and Children’s Aid was notified. 

Then there was the flatbed truck 
carrying a 56,000 lb. bulldozer - 
secured with a single chain. “You need 
a minimum of 4 chains,” each rated 
for at least half the weight of the load, 
VanderSar explained. 

A truckload of security fencing not 
only had an insufficient number of 
straps securing the load, the load had 
shifted and was listing dangerously. A 
pick-up truck was stopped carrying an 
unmarked fuel cell, secured by a single 
non-standard strap. 

“If there’s any imminent possibility 
of any of these items falling off and 
onto the road,” even if it’s only a small 
item left insecure in the back, a vehicle 
can be pulled over and the plates 
removed, VanderSar said. 

Last year. South Simcoe Police 
received well over 200 complaints 
regarding commercial vehicles - most 
of them for dump trucks, hauling fill 
from subway construction in Toronto 
to a site in Innisfll, west of County Rd. 
27. Complaints included speeding, 
running stop signs and red lights - and 
at least one collision. 

There is a gap in enforcement: 
despite half-load restrictions on area 
roads, South Simcoe Police currently 
can’t issue charges for overweight 
commercial vehicles, because the 
Town does not own a set of certified 
weigh scales - and police are hesitant 
to involve private scale owners, when 
charges may be laid. 

VanderSar presented a business case 
for purchasing the scales, which run 
about $12,800 a pair - noting that the 
Town’s share of the hefty fines under 
the Highway Traffic Act would recoup 
the cost "pretty quick.” 

Otherwise, he said, "It’s 
unenforceable, unless we’re doing a 
blitz with the Ministry.”

R.I.D.E. programs 

South Simcoe Police conducted 
RIDE programs in both Bradford and 
Innisfil on April 18, administering a 
number of roadside screening tests 
which resulted in two WABN-range 
suspensions - one for 3 days, and the 
other for 7 days. A number of warnings 
were also issued for Highway Traffic 
Act violations. 

On April 19, RIDE programs 
continued in South Simcoe. Four 
WARN-range roadside licence 
suspensions were issued. 

And on April 20, shortly after 1 
a.m., an Officer stopped a vehicle on 
Lockhart Rd. in Innisfil, and detected 
an odour of alcohol on the male 
driver’s breath. The driver was arrested 
and taken to North Division for 
breath testing. The 37 year old Innisfil 
man was subsequently charged with 
Impaired Operation and Over .080. 

His vehicle was impounded for 7 days, 
he was given a 90 day administrative 

released with a court date in May. 
Drivers who register a blood-alcohol 
concentration in the Warn range (.05 
to .08) pose a danger to themselves 
and other road users, and will receive 
an immediate roadside suspension, of 
3 days for a first offence, 7 days for a 
second occurrence - and referral to a 
remedial alcohol education program. 

A third or subsequent offence within 
5 years will result in a 30-day roadside 
suspension, required participation in 
a remedial alcohol treatment program, 
and installation of an ignition 
interlock device, for 6 months. An 
administrative monetary penalty is 
also imposed on drivers suspended for 
registering in the Warn Range. Road¬ 
side suspensions can’t be appealed.

could find themselves shut out of 
the business - forced to take an 
apprenticeship, although there is a 
shortage of apprenticeship placements; 
made to write a written test 
although a highly skilled 
tradesman might not be 
proficient in English. 

“You’d have to be out of 
your mind to do that. We’re 
going to fight that all the 
way,” said Dunlop, promising 
that the Ontario College of 
Trades “will be an election 
issue... The NDP and the 
Liberals both support the 
Ontario College of Trades. They've had 
opportunities to vote this down." 

“They’re trying to say the Ontario 
College of Trades is trying to save the 
average consumer from 'bad trades’,” 
said Murphy. 


She suggested the College is 
interested in the money, than consumer 
protection; although she hasn’t been 
“behind the chair" since the late 
1990s, Murphy was able to send in 
her documentation and received her 
Hairstylists' card, on 
paying the $120 plus HST. 
"They wanted my $137.” 
Another stylist said 
she had paid her fee in 
August 2013 - but still 
hadn’t received her ticket. 

“It makes no sense,” 
said York Simcoe MPP 
Julia Munro, who joined 
Dunlop at the Salon. 
“That’s why we made the commitment, 
that we would end it.... To us, it’s job¬ 
killing. It’s a totally inappropriate way to 
go into the future.”

GARAGE SALES 

It’s that time of the year again and we ask for the 
community’s cooperation in keeping Bradford West 
Gwillimbury safe and litter-free by complying with the 
following rules when erecting garage sale signage:

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Notice of Transit Stop Construction 

The purpose of this letter is to advise you of the construction of transit stops on your street in 
preparation for the launch of Bradford West Gwillimbury’s new Transit System. 

Backaround I ln October 2012 Council approved the implementation of transit to serve the needs of the community. Public meetings were held on June 21,2012 and August 

---1 17,2012 to review the routes and March 11,2013 Council approved the routes. Subsequently, stop locations have been identified to access neighbourhoods, 

schools and commercial areas. The transit system will begin operating on May 1,2014. The construction of the stops is currently underway. 


FAQ’S I What kin(l of buses will be used? 

-- ' Transit service will be provided by two low floor (no step) community buses. 

The buses are similar to the size used by hotels and parking lots at airports 
(e.g. the Park N Fly shut- tie) and a sample is shown. They are 26 feet long, seat 
approximately 19 people, can accommodate two wheelchairs and are equipped 
with ramps for accessibility. 




What work is required to build the stops? 

The stop involves the construction of a hard surface that will connect the curb to the sidewalk 
and a post and sign to identify the bus stop. The construction will involve digging up a small 
section of the boulevard, placement of gravel and paving with concrete. All of these stops will be 
located on the Town’s property. On local residential roads, the pad will be approximately 2m X 
3m and will have a concrete surface. On Holland street, where more use is expected, they will 
be 3m X 6.5 m.

Careful consideration was given to 
the stop locations taking into account 
safety, proper spacing, distance 
to adjacent uses, physical space 
and visibility.

Little 
Stephanie had been bom profoundly 
deaf, but received a cochlear implant 
- an electronic device that generates 
a sensation that the brain learns to 
interpret as sound - at the Toronto 
hospital. Not a hearing aid, an implant 
does not amplify sound, but bypasses 
the ear to directly stimulate the 
auditory nerve - creating a sensation 


that the recipient learns to interpret, 
and that can lead to better language 
interpretation, and communication. 

Mary called it “The gift of hearing.” 

Cochlear implants have come a 
long way since those early days. 

Then, the implants were large, crude, 
and involved invasive surgery that, 
initially, was not covered under 
OHIP. Now, state-of-the-art implants 
are lighter and more sophisticated, 
and the Hospital for Sick Children 
is a leader in the field, performing 
bilateral implants using minimally- 
invasive techniques.

May is Hearing Awareness Month

May is Hearing Awareness Month. 

You may never have met a Deaf 
person who communicates in 
American Sign Language (ASL) - but 
there is growing interest in learning 
ASL, and communicating with Deaf 
people. I believe it is important 
to break down the barriers, and 
encourage hearing people to leam 
ASL, to bridge the gap between the 
hearing and Deaf worlds. 

People often speak second 
languages, such as Italian, 
Portuguese, and French. In the Deaf 
world, Deaf people will use Italian 
Sign Language, Portuguese Sign 
Language, French Sign Language and 
LSQ (Langue de Signe de Quebec). 
American Sign Language is the first 
language of die Deaf Community in 
Canada and the U.S.; their second 
language is English, for writing and 
reading. 

“Deaf” is a cultural, sociological 
term accurately reflecting our 
identity and our right to have and 


use our rich language, culture and 
community. Deaf babies, toddlers 
and young children can acquire ASL 
naturally, without any language delay 
or constraint - and a Deaf person can 
have a rich full life, right from infancy. 

This May is a time of celebration, and 
congratulations. Gallaudet University 
is celebrating its 150th Anniversary. 
The school began as the Columbia 
Institution for the Instruction of 
the Deaf, Dumb and Blind, when 
President Abraham Lincoln signed 
the charter, on April 8,1864. It later 
became Gallaudet University - now a 
world leader in liberal education and 
career development for deaf and hard- 
of-hearing students, in Washington 
D.C. For more information, see uiww.

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Four Play: A Showcase of Play Readings 



A blood-curdling scream rings out, and echoes in the 
basement of the Old Town Hall Theatre in Cookstown. 

No one notices; it’s audition day for South Simcoe 
Theatre’s Four Play, a Showcase of Play Readings, and an 
actor is simply getdng into a role. 

Four Play is a summer tradition at the Cookstown theatre - 
four evenings of play readings, during the first week of June, 
directed by experienced and new directors. 

The process begins with a call for 
submissions of plays, which arrive 
from as far away as New York. South 
Simcoe Theatre decides which 
plays will be chosen for Four Play, 
then sends out a call for interested 
directors, and finally, actors. 

It’s all very low-key. There’s no need 
for memory work or accompanists; 
the actors make an appointment 
for their audition, come out to the 
theatre, and read the plays in front of 
the director - and in some cases, the 
playwright.

“It’s actually a very fun experience,

Fishermen see 
them as unwanted 
competitors, and 
their nesting islands 
become barren, 
as trees succumb 
to their corrosive 
guano or droppings. 

This can create quite 
an eyesore. 

It wasn’t that long 
ago that cormorants 
were unheard of in 
the Bradford area, 
but in recent years 



are maligned as a pest. There are e\ 
control programs in place to reduce 
their populations. 

Unlike most water birds, they have 
no waterproof oil on their feathers, so 
they must spread 
their wings out to 
dry - otherwise, they 
will not be buoyant 
enough in the water. 
Their untidy nests 
are often a flimsy 
cradle for their 
featherless, rubbery- 
looking young, 
who are fed on 
regurgitated fish!

Chris Meerburg celebrated the “Grand Re¬ 
opening” of his business on Saturday, April 12. 

His business? The Canadian Grill, a red and 
white food truck parked in the parking lot at 
Bradford’s Canadian Tire Store, that has just re¬ 
opened for its second season. 

Meerburg has turned "street food” into an art, 
offering passers-by a choice of hot dogs, hot or 
mild sausages, fries, Canadian peameal bacon 
on a bun, and Cheese Steak, but also poutine, 
and hickory-smoked pulled pork. 

And on April 12, he decided to mark the start of 
his second year in business, by giving back to the 
community. He donated all sales for the day to 
Canadian Tire’s Jumpstart program.

Big idea, bigger dolls in Bradford 


Mike G. Comeau is a veteran of U.N. 
Peacekeeping, recipient of the Queen's Diamond 
fubilee Medal, and long-time Central-Ontario 
co-ordinator of the Izzy Doll program. 

Izzy Dolls are small knitted or crocheted dolls, 
just big enough to fit in a Peacekeeper’s pocket, 
designed to be handed out to children in war- 
torn areas, where conflict may have deprived 
them of their home, 
families and childhood. 

Ihe dolls are named for 
Master Cpl. Mark Isfeld, 
who was killed on a peace¬ 
keeping mission in Croatia, 
in 1994. Before his death, 

MCpl. Isfeld sent home a 
photograph of a doll lying 
on the rubble of a bombed- 
out house, with the caption, 

“A little doll has lost her 
girl; a little girl has lost her 
doll.” The photo inspired 
Isfeld’s mother Carol to 
begin making the Izzy dolls, 
and later, larger “African 
Comfort Dolls” - used as 
packing material for fragile 
medical supplies shipped 
by ICROSS (International 
Community for the Relief of 
Starvation and Suffering) Canada, to Africa and 
other impoverished nations. Once the supplies 
are unpacked, the dolls are handed out to 
children in orphanages and clinics. 

When MCpl. Isfeld was killed in action, Carol 
and a growing circle of volunteers continued to 
produce the dolls - and Mike Comeau has been 
collecting dolls knitted by volunteers in Central 
Ontario, to be shipped overseas by a group of 


health partner agencies. 

Now there is a new variation on the dolls, 
thanks to Bradford resident Betty Coles. “They’re 
very, very large dolls - much larger than we 
usually accept,” Comeau said. “About 1’ tall - big, 
huge, gorgeous dolls.” 

They may be too big to fit in Peacekeepers’ 
pockets, or even to ship to Africa - but they are 
just right for older children, 
and kids in hospitals and 
orphanages, around the world. 

Betty Coles and her husband 
Tom, a veteran of the regular 
Canadian Armed forces, 
delivered about 100 of the large 
dolls to Comeau’s home, which 
is already stuffed with Izzy and 
Comfort Dolls, and knitted 
“Boomer caps,” awaiting 
shipment overseas. 

Cpl. (Ret.) Tom Coles served 
20 years in the regular forces, 
beginning with the Royal 
Newfoundland Regiment in his 
home province. Military service 
is a family tradition. “My father 
served in both wars,” he said; 
his son has been in the Armed 
Forces for 26 years. And Betty 
has enjoyed being part of the 
“military family,” although it has meant moving 
every few years. 

Now living in Bradford, making the dolls has 
become Betty’s hobby. “To be honest, I don’t 
knit,” she said, but she was inspired by the joy the 
dolls can give a child in a Third World countiy. 
“That’s what I think about when I knit them - the 
smiles on their faces!”
